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anybody even thought about putting the 
story on the screen. There were stories 
recorded as far back as the time of 
ancient Greece that told of human trans- 
formations into wolves. 


It was the legends of the European 
crazies during the Middle Ages (witches, 
vampires, werewolves, they huntedthem 
all) however, that led filmmakers to bring 
the tale of the jugular severing killers to 
the masses. 


Few actors are as recognizable in 
wolf make-up as Lon Chaney, Jr. But, he 
was not the first to stalk human prey in 
the form of an animal, nor would he be 
the last. 


So, without further ado, let's take a 
look at the first werewolf, the most fa- 
mous werewolves and a bunch of mis- 
cellaneous werewolves from the teen- 
age variety to the grown up kind. 


While other monsters jumped around 
scaring the crap out of people all during 
the silent age of film, it wasn't until the 
“talkies” came into vogue that were- 
wolves were given their spotlight. 


However, in 1913, director Henry 
McRae made a short silent film entitled 
“The Werewolf.” It's important to note 
thattrick photography was experimented 
with all during the silent era and without 
it no true werewolf transformation would 
be believable. 


The werewolfinthis film was changed 
through a simple dissolve. The story in- 
volved a white—hating Navaho named 
Watuma and the film remains the only 
picture to delve into the werewolf leg- 
ends of the American Indians. 


Watuma became a live wolf (which 
was pretty easy for the make-up crew) 
through a jump-cut. In other words, the 
actor was photographed in the scene 
and the camera started rolling again 
giving the illusion of the transformation. 
It was choppy, but effective. 


In1935, Universal Pictures produced 
the first of all the real werewolf movies. It 
was called “Werewolf of London.” Uni- 
versal boss Carl Laemmle took silent 
actor Henry Hull (who had appeared in 
such productions as D.W. Griffith's “One 
Exciting Night” in 1922) and put him in 
the hairy make-up to portray the silver 


where he releases all the wolves from 
their cages, after all they are his broth- 
ers. Then, he went out and ate another 
woman. 


Back in the lab, he tries to force a 
bloom from what's left of his Mariphasa 
plant. Before he has a chance to use the 
curative powers of the petals on himself, 
Yogami breaks in and starts rubbing 
himself with the flower. Glendon now 
realizes that Yogami was the beast that 
bit him in Tibet. He then gets agitated, 
transformsintoawerewolfandproceeds 
to rip Yogami to shreds. 


After some more action, he manages 
to get himself shot by the Chief of Scot- 
land Yard, played by Lawrence Grant, 
with a standard .38 caliber bullet. The 
need for silver bullets wouldn't come 
until later films, 


Hull put up with a six hour make-up 
schedule (four to put it on and two for re- 
moval) and, apparently, didn't like this 
Part of the job at all. Through it all, how- 
ever, he made a pretty good beast, al- 
though some critics thought his acting as 
Glendon left alittle to be desired. 


Who cares as long as the monster 
was cool. 


Jack Pierce did the make-up, which’ 
followed his work on “Frankenstein” and_ 
such, and would be a warm-up for the 
work he would do for Lon Chaney, Jr. in 
the ‘Wolfman’ films. 


lt amazes me, while watching these | 
old films now and taking note of such | 
details, just how little credit was givento | 
the special effects make-up guys back | 
then (one line atter the oredit for caterer 
orsomething) comparedito the full-frame | 
acknowledgements given to the 
make-up people of today. 


Somuch forcommentary. Let's move | 
on. 


During the years between 1935 and 
1941, Universal took it upon itself to sort 
of rewrite the werewolf legends to suit 
itself. The outcome was the film called | 
“The Wolfman” and its sequels. 


Before getting into this movie, alittle | 
background is in order. Creighton Tull | 
Chaney had once told his father, Lon, |

school. After helping his father (played 
by Claude Rains) install a new lens in a 
telescope in an attic observatory, (why 
did all these monster types live in such 
big castle—like houses?), he plays Peep- 
ing Tom and scans the local community 
where he spots a hot-looking babe 
through her window. She lives above a 
quaint little shop. 


He travelsinto town to track herdown 
and stops at the store, where he meets 
her. He finds her name is Gwen (played 
by Evelyn Ankers) and, after some small 
talk, it appears that they are attracted to 
each other. In order to make it seem like 
he wasn't really just there for her, he 
decides to buy something. He choosesa 
cane. Not just any cane, but one withthe 
head of a wolf sculpted in silver with a 
pentagram at the base. O-o-h, the mark 
of the werewolf! It's explained that, sup- 
posedly, a werewolf can see this pen- 
tagonal shape in the palm of the hand of 
its next victim. 


They make adate totake acruise out 
to a Gypsy caravan camped on the out- 
skirts of town later that night. A friend of 
Gwens, named Jennie, (Fay Helm), goes 
with them for some kicks. Upon arriving 


at the camp, they meet a fortune-teller 
named Bela (Bela Lugosi, gee, | wonder 
who came upwith his character's name?). 
Jennie goes into the fortune-teller’s tent 
and Larry and Gwen take a walk into the 
night. When Bela looks into Jennie's 
palm he sees the mark of the pentagram 
and tries to chase her out, but it's too 
late. Bela changes into a werewolf and 
has his way with the girl. 


Larry and Gwen hear the screams 
and Larry takes off to see what all the 
commotion is all about. He sees a wolf 
attacking Jennie and proceeds to beat 
the crap out of it with his silver-tipped 
cane. Inthe process of killing the wolf, he 
is bitten by it. Guess who's the werewolf 
now? He passes out after the struggle 
andis found by Gwen and an old Gypsy 
woman named Maleva, (marvelously 
played by Maria Ouspenskaya). They 
place Larry into a cart and drive him 
home. The constable, (Ralph Bellamy), 
pops onto the scene and discovers the 
now transformed body of Bela, along 
with the dead girl and, more importantly, 
Talbot's cane. 


The next morning, Larry tells every- 
body of his dances with wolves but, 


ia 


since his battle scars have all healed, it's 
kind of hard to believe. The elder Talbot 
speculates that a wolf must have killed 
Jennie and ran away, leaving Bela 
wounded in the confusion. Yeah, right! 


Welleverybody's happy with this story 
except Larry. He knows what happened 
and wants to prove it, so he heads back 
outto see the old Gypsy. She tells him of 
the curse that the fortune-teller, who 
turns out to be herson, has passed onto 
him. It's alittle bit much to take but, that 
night, Larry begins to feel the twinges of 
change and he becomes the Wolfman. 


He goes out and kills the first person 
he sees, a gravedigger who just hap- 
pens to be working nearby. After the 
deedis done, the Wolfman returnsto his 
home. 


In the moming, Talbot sees the 
wolfprints outside of his window and 
figures out the truth. The townspeople 
feel that a nasty wolt is at hand and they 
go on a hunting trip to kill it 


That night Larry transforms again 
and is caught in the jaws of a bear trap. 
Unconscious, heis discoveredby Maleva 


whosays some incantation and changes 
him back to his human self. He then sets 
himself free and limps away 


At daybreak, he heads out to see 
Gwen but freaks out when he sees the 
pentagram on her palm. Hurrying home, 
he begs his father to tie him up and lock 
him in his room, just to prove what he has 
been saying. 


With the moon shining into his room, 
the change is made again and the 
Wolfman makes his way to where Gwen 
is. Just as he's aboutto rip out her throat, 
his father happens by and beats the 
daylights (or moonlights) out of him, 
ending his curse once and for all. When 
the local hunters come by they are told 
that Larry saved Gwen and was killed in 
the act. The truth is kept secret 


Jack Pierce was the make-up man 
forthis masterpiece and spent hour upon 
hour applying yak hair all over Chaney, 
along with a rubber nosepiece, tippy- 
toed feet and an underbite second to 
none. Even with these tortures, Chaney 
loved the Wolfman and, on more than 
one occasion, he referred tothe monster 
as his baby. 


It's a shame that the later versions of 
Universal's Wolfman didn't quite live up 
to this one, but since he was teamed up 
with other monstersin those movies, the 
blame can't be placed on his shoulders. 


In 1943, Siodmak scripted “Franken- 
stein Meets the Wolfman”, which was 
produced by Waggner again and di- 
rected by Roy William Neill. Talbot's 
crypt was broken into by grave robbers 
and his casket opened, leaving the body 
free to accept the rejuvenation rays of 
the full moon. The Wolfman lives again. 


After realizing that he can't ever really 
die, he seeks out the old Gypsy woman 
for help again. She suggests they get 
help from Dr. Frankenstein. The good 
doctor has died but his daughter is avail- 
able for the job. The Wolfman finds the 
Frankenstein monster, (this time played 
by Bela Lugosi), encased in ice and 
frees him. The monster wreaks havocon 
the town, the Wolfman tries to save the 
day (he never does get cured) and the 
townspeople blow up a dam to drown 
them both. 


Lionel Atwill appears as the mayor of 
the town and Dwight Frye is a busybody 


villager. ona Massey plays the Baron 
ess Elsa Frankenstein and (oh ye 
Lon Chaney was the Wolfman 


1945 put the Wolfman in a full blows 
monster festival called “The House of 
Frankenstein.” Directed by Erle C. Ken: 
ton, this one was written by Edward T. 
Lowe and produced by Paul Malvern, 
Everybody is in this one. John Carradine 
is Dracula, J. Carrol Naish is a hunch: 
back, Boris Karloff is a criminal doctor 
who escapes from prison to seek out 
Doctor Frankenstein's journals, and, of 
course, Lon Chaney is the Wolfman in 
another attempt to find a cure for his ly- 
canthropic condition. Glenn Strange 
plays the Frankenstein monster for the 
first time in this picture. Elena Verdugo 
plays the happening Gypsy babe that 
falls for and offers comfortto the Wolfman 
(everybody needs somebody to love, 
wasn't that a song?). 


The same production crew came out 
with another all-star monster extrava- 
ganza later that same year entitled "The| 
House of Dracula.” This time Onslow 
Stevens plays a Dr. Edelmann who re- 
vives the Frankenstein monsterandthen 
tries to cure both Dracula and the 


Wolfman. He inadvertently becomes a 
vampire himself when some of his blood 
becomes mixedwith Dracula's. The same 
actors played the same monsters as 
they had in ‘House of Frankenstein.” 
This time, the Wolfman's love interest 
was a hunchbacked nurse (o-o-h, kinky) 
Played by Jane Adams. Lionel Atwill 
kept popping up in these pictures as a 
different policeman but he always wore 
the same costume. 


The end of Universal's reign of mon- 
ster terror, (for the moment, anyway), 
came in 1948 with the release of “Abbott 
and Costello Meet Frankenstein.” This 
was one of my favorite movies as a kid. 
Comedy andmonsters, what more could 
youask for? The Wolfman ends up being 
the good guy at the end as he drags 
Dracula to his death. | mean, all the 
Wolfman wanted in life was to be loved, 
isthat so wrong? Bela Lugosi showed up 
as Count Dracula, some 17 years after 
he had first played the parton the screen. 


After all the monsters are dead and 
everything seems OK, the voice of Vin- 
cent Price is heard as the Invisible Man, 
setting up another movie, “Abbott and 
Costello Meet the Invisible Man.” 


Now here's a real kick for all you Lon 
Chaney fans. How many of you know 
that Chaney played the Wolfman once 
more, and in Mexico no less? In 1959, a 
film entitled “The Face of the Screaming 
Werewolf” was made by Associated 
Distributors Pictures. In this movie, (which 
was another comedy), a mad scientist 
discovers a mummy and has a typically 
mad compulsion to revive it. When the 
wrappings are removed, who should be 
under all that gauze but Lon Chaney in 
make-up very similar to that of his Uni- 
versal Wolfman days. Wow! Two of his 
old Universal roles (he had played the 
Mummy, too) packed into one character. 
Who could ask for more? 


This film would be the last time, 
(except for television cameos), that Lon 
would don the Wolfman make-up. 


While Lon Chaney is the most fa- 
mous Wolfman in most English speak- 
ing countries, that is not the case glob- 
ally. In Spain, “El Hombre Lobo", (or 
“The Wolfman’) is Paul Naschy. In typi- 
cal horror actor fashion, he played a 
variety of roles from Dracula, in “Vam- 
pire Playgirls” (1972), a mummy in “The 
Mummy's Revenge" (1973), a sex crazy 


hunchback in “Hunchback ofthe Morgue” 
(1972), to starring in one of my favorite 
titled movies, “The House of Psychotic 
Women’ (1973). 


it's his Wolfman roles, however, that 
we're interested in. Starting in 1968 with 
“Frankenstein's Bloody Terror’, (a 3-D 
release in Spain), Naschy began his re- 
curring role as Waldemar Daninsky. Like 
Larry Talbot, he was aregularguy cursed 
to live the existence of a Wolfman. 


This film, as with most of his others, 
was scripted by himself using his real 
name, Jacinto Molina. The film's real title 
in Spain was “La Marea del Hombre 
Lobo”, or ‘The Mark of the Wolfman” and 
the American released title was a com- 
plete sham, since the film had nothing to 
do with Frankenstein 


Following this, (also in 1968), was 
“Nights of the Werewolf.” This one never 
saw a USS. release 


In 1970, the titles started getting 
cooler with the release of “The Werewolf 
Vs. the Vampire Woman.” El Hombre 
Lobo is revived when a silver bullet is 


removed from him during his autopsy. 
Then came “Assignment Terror’, which 
was the Spanish version of the monster 
fest including Dracula, the Mummy, the 
Frankenstein Monster, and Michael 
Rennie as an alien who revives the 
Wolfman (not quite “The Day the Earth 
Stood Still'"—Rennie would die the next 
year). Next was “The Fury of the 
Wolfman.” This time he's teamedup with 
a lady scientist who also turns into a 
werewolf. 


In 1971, the plots got more (or less) 
inventive as was seen in “Dr. Jekyll and 
the Wolfman.” Here, Naschy goes to see 
the grandson or Dr. Jekyll fora cure, only 
to have an assistant turn him into a kind 
of "Mr. Hyde" whereupon he starts tor- 
turing women on a rack. Nifty stuff. 


In 1973, there was “Curse of the 
Devil’ in which Gypsy devil-worshippers 
transform him into a werewolf. 1976 had 
him fighting the Abominable Snowman 
in “Night of the Howling Beast.” 


With all these films to his credit, it's 
easy to see why Naschy is considered 
the “King of the Spanish Horror Film.” 


Let's not forget that other studios 
jumped on the Wolfman bandwagon. 
20th Century Fox took notice of “The 
Wolfman's” success and, in 1942, re- 
leased “The Undying Monster.” This was 
more of a mystery than a horror film, but 
a main ingredient, (though only in the 
picture fora short time) was a werewolt 


Columbia came on board in 1943, 
when they got Bela Lugosi to play a 
vampire in “Return of the Vampire.” Why 
include this vampire picture? His hench- 
man was a werewolf, of course. In 1956 
they would make their first real Wolfman 
feature, entitled “The Werewolf.” 


The exploitation kings at American 
International Pictures couldn't sit back 
and let everybody else have all the fun 
80, in 1957, they made a star out of a 
very young Michael Landon (yeah, ! said 
Michael Landon) by casting him in the 
title role in “I Was a Teen-age Werewolf.” 


While Hammer Films in England had 
been busy with their own monster line- 
up, a werewolf film was in order. In 1961, 
Oliver Reed became the monster in 
“Curse of the Werewolf.” The quality of 


this film has been compared to that of | 
“The Wolfman’, itself. 


‘A mute servant girl is raped by a 
beastly marquis while locked in a prison 
cell. She later gives birthtoa son, (Reed) 
who is cursed with werewolfism, hence 
the title. 


The make-up is tremendous (Ray 
Ashton was the artist) and Reed is out. | 
standing as the werewolf. The film was | 
written by John Elder, produced by An- 
thony Hinds and directed by the great | 
Terence Fisher. 


It's interesting that after such fine 
films had been released, both major and 
minor studios would cough up the hair- 
balls that would follow during the next 
few years. 


Films like "Werewolf in a Girls Dor 
matory” (1961), “Werewolves on Wheels” 
(1971), “Werewolf of Washington" 
(1973), and, so not to appear sexist, 
there was even ‘The Legend of the Wolf 
Woman” (1977), which didn't get a U.S. 
release until 1981 to compete with “The 
Howling”, were all pretty bad. 


But in 1981, two fine films were re- 
leased. John Landis brought us “An 
American Werewolfin London." The re- 
appearances of his victims in various 
stages of decay were a sight to behold. 


Dee Wallace played a cursed news- 
caster in "The Howling” and, through 
some more incredible effects, trans- 
formed while on camera, just to prove a 
point (what some people won't do for 
ratings), at the end of “The Howling.” 


Oh, yeah. As of last count, “The 
Howling” has had five sequels, most of 
which have gone directly to video. 


The Wolfman has showed up on TV 
(he was even Eddie Munster's stuffed 
animal named ‘Were-wolt’), has been 
in cartoons based on movies (‘Teen 
Wolf") and hopefully will ive on through 
etemity. 


So remember, the next time you 
spot a guy (or gal) with a really heavy 
beard orsome extra hand hair or maybe 
just a very gravelly voice, show some 
respect. 


The jugular you save might be your 
own!
